racy in South America. That gov- 
ernment was also the outgrowth of 
revolution. But it promised a free, 
liberal, representative administra- 
tion. And apparently it delivered. 


Mr. Gallegos was the first non- 


military man ever to head Vene- 
zuela's government . He was the 
first man elected president by the 
free choice of the people. Yet he 


«>' lasted less than a year. 


The military group that over- 


threw him claims to have acted 
to save "democratic 
principles." 


One of President Gallegos' princi- 
pal sins seems to have been that 
he did not choose a coalition cab- 
inet. This would be like deposing 
President Truman because he did 
not appoint any Republicans to his 
Cabinet. 


The military junta claims to have 


acted in the name of democracy— 
that much abused word. But it is

Shrcvcport, La., Dec. 15 —(/P)— 


An invention to hunt oil by prob- 
ing the earth with radio beams 
has 
been 
demonstrated 
by 
a 


Shrcvcport gcophysieist to a par- 
ty of 23 scientists and air force 
and navy observers. 


William M. Barret of Shrcvc- 


port, who said he had worked on 
the idea 
for 
15 years, 
staged 
the demonstration last Saturday 
700 feet deep in a salt mine near 
Grand Saline, Texas. 


He said the device used radio 


waves to penetrate 1,200 feet into 
the earth 
to 
probe 
for 
inner 
secrets. 


Barret's radio transmitter 
is a 


low-powered device to pass waves 
into a revolutionary type of mecha- 
nism which directs waves into the 
earth with, he says, far greater 
effectiveness than previously pos- 
sible. 


Obsrvcrs said Barret's accom- 
plishment was "contrary to the 
widely accepted beliefs of what 
could be done." 


The demonstration actually ill- 
ustrated only the first half of the 
invention's 
possibilities 
—firing 
waves on the surface and recep- 
tion inside the earth. 


Barrett said in field use a receiv- 
er on the surface, some distance 
from the transmitter, would pick 
up the signals after they had re- 
turned to the top of the around.
